The whole picture of Europe and 
the war is colored by the present bat- 
tle for Moscow. On its outcome may 
depend the course of events in Italy 
and even in the Pacific. 

The peoples of the occupied countries 


of Europe were told that Hitler staked’ 


his own reputation on the success of 
his carefully planned and prepared 
drive against Moscow. Should, con- 
trary to present indications, that plan 
fail, the effect on Italy, Japan and 
European peoples may well be decis- 
ive, 

If Moscow falls and the Soviet Un- 
ion continues the fight, it will be long- 
er before ideas in the back of a good 
many minds can be achieved. 

Latest reports from Italy confirm 
those which have been reaching here 
for some time, Morale theré is extrem- 
ely bad and each new food and cloth- 
ing restriction only lowers it. 

The Germans, aware that the Ital- 
ian people are thoroughly tired of the 
war which has lasted at least a year 
longer than they had anticipated, have 
seen to it that the Italian army is well 
dispersed outside Italy. Many units 
are in Yugoslavia and Greece and oth- 
ers in Africa, 

Those units of the Italian army 
which are fighting on the Russian 
front are reported to have suffered 
heavy losses in a most unfriendly cli- 
mate, The Italian people have not even 
had the satisfaction of hearing them 
praised in German communiques which 
scarcely mention the Italian army, 

Il Duce’s position is the weakest it 
hag ever been and that of the royal 
family is little better, A military de- 
feat on moscow front might well bring 
Italian discontent to a head and ser- 
fously threaten the regime. 

It must be repeated that any plans 
for enticing Italy out of the war seem 
to be based on a realistic considera- 
tion: Africa must be cleaned’ up first. 
Whether the British army has acquired 
enough tanks in Egypt to make up for 
its losses last spring is a matter only 
the general staff could divulge, if it 
would, 

Should Hitler’s Moscow manoeuvre 
fail, the possibility of the Italians lay- 
ing down their arms is believed good. 
Then their exit from the war would 
require a British guarantee of Italy’s 
northern frontier, There is no reason 
to believe that the British would re- 
fuse that, 

Some reports mention large German 
forces in Italy, The latest and most 
reliable reports, however, indicate that 
the Germans in Italy are principally 
Gestappo men unsupported by armed 
forces, If an Italian defection oceyrred | ; 
the Germans would have to invade 
Italy either by air or by way of the 
Brenner, which is still believed to be 
defensible, 

In England the radio war has enter- 
ed an intense period with “Frightful 
Fritz” entering into the arena where 
“Ivan the Terrible” has reigned sup- 
reme for the past three months, Fritz 
made his first appearance butting in- 
to the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion’s programs, 

Interrupted by the quick-witted 
speaker of another country’s home 
broadcasts. originated with the Rus- 
sians, Their speaker, who constantly 
interrupted the Deutschland sender’s 
programs, came to be known as ‘Ivan 
the Terrible’, He always had an ans- 
wer ready and never failed to jump 
in between sentences with pungent 
and very pertinent remarks,

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FIELD DAY AT ANDREW 
FARM; CONTROL OF SOIL 
EROSION IS DISCUSSED 


Despite the delayed harvest a large 
number of farmers attended the Field 
Day at the Dominion Government Ex- 
perimental sub-station at the Charles 
Andrew farm, which was held Thurs- 
day last under.the joint auspices of 
the Dominion Government Experimen- 
tal Farms Branch and the Pope Lease 
Agricultura] Improvement Association, 

Mr, Andrew was the speaker at the 
morning session when he lead the dis- 
cussion on the control of soil erosion 
from wind and water, The farmers 
present all took part in the discussion, 
as they have a problem along this line 
in their special district, 

After lunch, the gathering drove 
over to the farm of D.E, McKellar, 
whose fields have been surveyed for 
erosion contro] by R, Johnston, irriga- 
tion expert from the Lethbridge dis- 
trict, The department had previously 
shipped in a terracing machine, which 
was used to put in the control dykes 
on the McKellar field, which is a 
splendid field for demonstration pur- 
poses, 

At the request of different members 
of the Pope Lease Agricultural Im- 
provement Association, Mr. Johnston 
is surveying their fields, while the ter- 
racing machine is being left for a 
short time so that the control dykes 
can be put in on the different farms.—

The voice of Fritz was most clearly 
heard in southeast England which 
gave rise to the belief that the Ger- 
mans were using radio Normandie or 
radio Calais, It was faint in the north. 
By 9 o’clock when the most popular 
program of the day went on, the voice 
had been faded pretty well into the 
background by the more _ powerful 
B.B.C, transmitter,

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TUBERCULOSIS IN SWINE 


Tuberculosis in swine is closely as- 
sociated with tuberculosis in poultry 
and to a lesser extent, to the same di- 
sease in cattle, states Dr, T, Lloyd, 
Animal Pathologist," Department of 
Agriculture, 

When tuberculosis is found in a 
swine herd, it is wise to dispose of 
the whole lot, Tuberculosis rarely at- 
tacks hogs except through tuberculosis 
poultry or cattle. The practice of 
throwing into the hog pen the carcass 
of dead chickens is extremely danger- 
ous. Tankage, meat meal and other 
animal products used as protein sup- 
plements are always cooked until they 
are completely sterile, but raw meat 
from tuberculosis poultry or cattle is 
a likely source of infection,

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


As the analysis of the work of this 
last summer’s “Crop Testing Plan” 
proceeds, most interesting information 
is being disclosed, It is found that over 
600 farmers were growing a wheat 
variety that was certainly not the va- 
riety they thought they were produc- 
ing, and which they intended to grow. i 

This situation eften caused needless 
loss of income to the farmer, In some | 
instances in the rust areas farmers | 
thought they were growing rust-resit- 
ant varieties, and actually they were 
growing Marquis or Reward, or Red | 
Bobs, which are susceptible to rust. 
In other instances farmers who wish- 
ed to grow an early variety were ac- 
tually found to be growing quite a 
late maturing variety which, in some 
districts, has been caught by the heavy 
autumn rains and still remains un- 
threshed, 

Some of these farmers had paid 
good money for the seed which they | 
used, and which the “Crop Testing 
Plan” analysis found was not of the | 
variety it was represented to be, 

All this means that farmers should | 
be very careful about the seed they 
buy, Registered and Certified seed 
sealed in the sack can always be de- 
pended upon, for it is inspected rigor- 
ously both in the field and in the sack | 
by the Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, |

For Improved Highways 


The deliberations in connection with the annual convention of the Good 
Roads Association must have served to bring to the attention of the people 
of this Dominion the great importance of roads to our economic life. The 
subject should be of pertinent interest to the residents of the three prairie 
provinces, as this section is notably behind the rest of Canada in the con- 
struction of paved roads. 

The wide spaces of the west, together with the comparatively sparse 
population, have been important factors in bringing about this condition. 
Also the economic structure, as compared to some of the more densely 
populated sections, is another reason why the west may have lagged behind. 

Notwithstanding this, much credit must be given to the highway 
administrators of the Western provinces for the manner in which they 
have carried on in the face of great difficulties during the years of depres-| 
sion, In the province of Saskatchewan, as an example, there is a total 
of 212,834 miles of roads, 5,764 miles being all weather roads, 155 miles 
are of bituminous treated gravel, the remainder being earth roads.

The Tourist Traffic 

The construction of a paved highway from east to west across the 
three prairie provinces would naturally result in much greater tourist 
traffic. In addition to the immediate financial benefits from this source, it 
would also serve to bring about a better acquaintance with the other sec- 
tions of our country as well as with our neighbors to the south of us. It | 
would also serve to bring to the attention of outsiders some of the potential- 
ities and great attractions of the west. 

The national parks systems in the three prairie provinces offer many 
attractions for the tourist, while further west in British Columbia the scenic | 
grandeur of the Rockies are too well known to need comment, It has been 
pointed out that a paved trans-Canada highway would enable east and west 
to reach a better understanding. To study each other's problems, and thus 
help to develop the much desired end of a more completely unified Canada. |

While Canada is engaged in an all-out war effort there can be no | 
thought of diverting funds to other than the vital necessities of war.

The ,tourist traffic ranking 
as one of the most important sources of revenue in Canada, it would then 
appear reasonable to expect that the Federal Government will be pre-|

Vast Reaches 


Of Russia 


Is Country Of Diversity 
Containing Many Elements 


By ‘Sir Bernard Pares 


he mtg A Professor of Russian 
, literature and history, 
later Director of School of Slav- 
onic Studies at King’s College.) 

Russia is an extraordinarily inter- 
esting country owing to the diversity 
of the various nationalists—a hun- 
dred and eighty-five in all—that live 
there. ’ 

In the first Russian parliament in 
1906 there were numbers of peas- 
ants, also priests, Orthodox or Cath- 
olic, and Mohammedan mullahs. As 
all non-Russian ‘nationalities had 
been disregarded or suppressed by 
the government of the Tsars, they 
took a pride in appearing in their 
national costumes—the bright white| 
cloak of a Polish peasant, or the 
flaming stripes of some Oriental 
from Asia, 

The Russian army is full of var- 
fety and colors, with the long black 
felt cloaks and towering fur Cau- 
casus, and many other picturesque 
uniforms, especially of the cavelry. 
In the population of some hundred 
and seventy millions there is one 
solid block of 78 millions which has 
given the direction to Russian his- 
tory. It is called the Great-Russian, 
and is formed by a blend of Eastern 
Slavs with the various inserts or 
pockets of Finnish race which they 
found on their long road of eastern! 
colonization, 

The Slay dominated and absorbed | 
the Finnish, which readily yielded 
to a superior culture and initiative; | 
but the Finnish blend left its mark | 
in the broad nose and stocky frame, | 
and in the patience and persever- | 
ance of the Great-Russian peasant. |

That is a tremendously im- 
portant factor in holding the whole 
state together. To the south, on the 
vast treeless plans from the Carpa- 
thians to the Volga, lives the next 
largest block of the population, 
about 25 millions of Ukrains, or 
Borderlanders, 

The Ukrainians are very closely 
related to the Great-Russians and 
speak among themselves in what is 
rather a dialect than a language. 
These people are also more individ- 
ualists than the Great-Russians, The 
soil, though treeless, is the richest 
in Europe. The Ukrainians have 
never been wholly independent, They 
were long disputed between Russia 
and Poland, and they have some- 
times allied themselves with foreign 
sovereigns—Swedish or Turkish 
in search of greater freedom, At 
present, after long divisions, the 
Ukrainians are nearly all united in| 
one state, the U.S.5.R., and they are 


one of the most important of its) 
constituent republics. 
Between Russia and Poland,

The Tartars, about 13 million in 
all, are found in larger numbers 
over the east of European Russia 
and in Central Asia. Once in the 
great epochs of the conquests of 
Genghis Khan, they were the con- 
querors and masters of all Russia 


;and held it under a heavy tribute. 


Now they are quite peaceful people, 
hard workers who simply ask to be 
left to themselyes as much as pos- 
sible. They are Mohammedans, like 
many others of the eastern peoples 
of Russian Asia, and they have cen- 


the Volga and in Central Asia. 

All over the Russian state there 
are about six million Jews. They 
had a wretched time under the Tsars, 
being deprived of all national rights. 
The Soviet Union at once swept 
away all the restfictions that had 
been imposed upon them. 

In Central Asia and in Siberia 
even knew themselves to be peoples 
until the Soviet Government gave 
them alphabets of their own. 

The Tsars turned a blind eye not! 
only on these but on all national 
units except the Great-Russians.

“Going Back’’—2, 

Two weeks ago I tried to show that 
the belief in some sort of mysterious 
process which led to “going back” or 
“running out” of crop varieties was 
ill-founded, So far as wheat and 
barley are concerned, I believe that 
the necessity for renewal of seed is 
due to volunteering, mechanical] mix- 
ing and occasional natural crossing. 
The proposal to discontinue naming 
all generations but the first of regis- 
tered seed of self-fertilized crops is a 
recognition of this principle. So long 
as wheat and barley stocks will pass 
field and seed inspection, it is need- 
less to worry about new seed. 

Hybrid corn seed must be renewed 
each year because it owes its vigour 
to its immediate hybrid ancestry. If 
we were to produce hybrid seed of 
wheat, and we could do so at a cost 
of about $100 per bushel, it would be 
more vigorous and productive than 
the standard varieties, and it would 
“go back” in succeeding generations 
just as hybrid corn does. There is 
nothing mysterious about this. 

Oats may be different. It seems 
likely that false wild oats may in- 
crease to the point where renewal of 
seed is necessary. This might be 
called going back, running out, or 
anything you like. 

Three important imports to Eng- 
land from Scotland are Scotsmen, 
whiskey and seed potatoes. The 
Scotsmen drift in like rust spores, 
whiskey flows in because it is wel- 
comed, and potatoes are brought in 
because English potatoes “go back.” 
This going back is due to the accumu- 
lation of disease necessitating the 
importation of disease-free seed. But, 
after all, potato tubers are not seed!
